MAY BE SCREENING OF DIVERSIONARY NATURE

W ashington, June SO— (JP)—The navy announced today that com­ 
bined American forces have landed on Kendo va Island in the central 
Solomons, in w hat appeared to be the first stage of a new offensive 
operation against Japanese positions in the south Pacific. 
The Japanese have had installations on the island and presumably 
the landing either was opposed or, if accomplished by surprise, de­ 
veloped into fighting shortly afterw ard. 
The strategic Intent of the American move, except for its generally 
offensive nature in advancing American positions in the Solomons HO 
miles northwest of the outpost in the Russel llslands, was not fully 
apparent. 
Rendova’s m ost obvious m ilitary characteristic is th at it lies only 
about five miles south of Munds, where th# Japanese late last year 
developed an air base.

Le Mans Is

London, June 30. -(.TU—Flying 
through a heavy overcast and en­ 
countering weak enemy fighter op­ 
position, a strong force of Am eri­ 
can heavy bombers attacked the 
railway and industrial center of 
Le Mans, France, last evening and 
returned without loss. 
It was the first time the U. S. 
Eighth Air Force had struck at 
this city, site of large airplane 
engine works which were bombed 
twice in March by the RAF. 
The communique gave no results 
of the American raid, apparently 
because a solid cloud blanket made 
observation difficult.

“POINTERS FOR PATRIOTS” 
“Fly the flag on the Fourth— but do more than that 
to p»ove your patriotism. 
Put it to practical use by 
preventing accidents that hinder the war effort and 
delay victory.” 
The National Safety Council makes this appeal to 
the nation in the hope of averting a Fourth of July 
accident toll which the Council fears will be appallingly 
heavy, despite wartime restrictions. Any such toll in­ 
evitably will include war workers and others who cannot 
be spared or replaced, the Council reminds. 
Five “Pointers for Patriots” suggested by the Coun­ 
cil are: 
1. Don’t use fireworks, even if you find some. 
Leave the 
shooting this year to the m en in uniform. 
2. Avoid automobile trips. 
(In the east the OPA takes care 
of this.) 
3. Don’t overdo in exercise, eating or exposure to the sun. 
4. If you sw im — 
Don’t go in alone or when over-heated. 
Know the depth of the water. 
W ait an hour after eating. 
Don’t show off or indulge in horseplay. 
Remember accidents help the Axis. Put victory first 
on the Fourth! 


HOSPITAL MEETING 
It is a source of satisfaction and comfort to note, 
according to reports made at the annual meeting Mon­ 
day that the Warren General Hospital continues to 
serve the community in a highly satisfactory manner 
in spite of curtailments made necessary because of 
the war. 
It is true the war has struck the hospital in its de­ 
mands on doctors and nurses, and in its diversion of 
necessary hospital equipment to military services, and 
during the coming year there will necessarily be an 
increasing drain on the professional resources of the 
community. 
According to those who are unselfishly giving of 
their time and experience to the betterment of the in­ 
stitution “the hospital is in far better shape than most 
community hospitals in this area, but military demands 
will increasingly cripple its facilities, and the public 
must realize that for the duration the excellence of the 
past perhaps cannot be maintained. 
Private nursing 
must be largely dispensed with; operating facilities, and 
hospital care restricted to emergencies. With this clearly 
understood, it is assured that all reasonable community 
needs will be adequately met.” 


FARM MOBILIZATION WORK 
With an active committee functioning and headquar­ 
ters office opened Warren county seems well organized 
for the placement of farm labor. 
Many high officials have stated that food production 
is the most important job at hand in winning the war. 
Most wars are won or lost by food. 
Already there is 
a great shortage of grain in this country. 
Everyone 
will want to do his part in producing and conserving 
every bit possible. 
In the next few days centers for registration of 
farm labor will be established in every community, for 
those willing to work part time or full time on farms 
of the county, as well as for registration of farmers 
needing help. 
In order to make this important project the success 
it must be to avert the possibility of crops going to 
waste because of help shortage the committee will need 
the cooperation of both farmers and urban dwellers. 


STILL SPEEDLNG 
The most recent reports indicate that automobilists 
still are exceeding the wartime 35-mile speed limit. 
Checks in ll states showed averages as high as 47 
miles an hour, which is very hard on tires that can 
not be replaced for some time to come. 
The Public Roads Administration of the EWA re­ 
minds such sloppy drivers that tires wear out half 
again as fast at 45 miles an hour as at 35. 
As the 
PRA puts it, tires that would wear out in 40,000 miles 
at 45 miles an hour would give nearly 60,000 miles of 
service at 35 miles an hour.

Washington In Wartime 
YEARS AGO IN

Of course, the amount that your employer w ithholds w ill 
depend upon your pay and your exemptions. But this is 
the important point: For most of us, the amount withheld 
over a year's period will add up to the same that we're pay• 
4ng now—plus or minus a few dollars. 


At the end of the year, we may owe the Government a 
few dollars or the Government may owe us. 
(See the 
tables below.) 


You may have heard 20% mentioned as the proportion 
of your wages that will be withheld. Actually, this is in­ 
correct. To figure the amount that will be withheld, take 
your total wages and subtract your allowance for exemp­ 


tions and allowance for dependents; 20% of this lesser 
amount is the total that will be withheld. 


Now please remember this:’ You must claim those ex­ 
emptions to take advantage of them. Before July 1st, you 
must file with your employer an Exemption Certificate. If 
you do not do this, your employer will have no choice but 
to deduct 20% of your full pay check. 


Here is how the new tax collection method will work: 
Let’s say you are a working man earning $3,000 a year; 
that you are married, and have two children. 


First of all, as a married man you are allowed a personal 
withholding exemption of $1,248, plus an exemption of $312 
for each dependent (other than your wife). This makes a 
total exemption of $1,872 ($1,248 for yourself and wife, plus 
$624 for your two dependents), which is deducted from the 
$3,000 you earn before your tax is computed. You are thus 
paying tax on $1,128, of* which your employer will with­ 
hold 20%, or $225.60 for the year. Therefore, in your pay 
envelope, after July I, you w ill receive about $4.40 less each 
w’eek. 
In March, 1944, when you ordinarily would be faced 
with paying taxes on your 1943 income, you will file a re­ 
turn show ing how’ much you have already paid, and how 
much your total tax actually amounted to. If, by that time, 


you have already paid more than your actual tax due, you 
will be given credit for the difference. If you owe more 
than you have paid, you will pay the difference. 


Since this plan starts July I, many wonder what happens 
to the tax payments they will already have made by that 
time—on March 15 and June 15. 


For a great majority of people, here is what happen*. •. • 
Your 1942 income tax is “forgiven” (either all, or moat of 
it). The March and June installments which you origi­ 
nally paid on that 1942 income tax are credited, instead, as 
payments on your 1943 tax. With the result that on July 
1st, with the year half gone, you have already paid tax on 
that half-year’s income. In short, you are “paying as you 
go.” 
There is one thing more. Since this pay-as-you-go 
method leaves you just as much of your net income as you 
had before, you will probably find it possible to at least 
maintain your present rate of buying War Bonds. Do this 
by all means! 
Taxes alone will not bring to the Treasury nearly enough 
money to finance the great invasion war that lits ahead. 
The war needs every cent of your money that does not go 
for the necessities of life.

EW Z E A L A N D ’S 1943 
Health stamps w ill be the 
first triangular stamps ever is­ 
sued by the New Z ealan d Post 
Office. Designs of the stamps 
were released by the New Zealand 
authorities recently. The set will 
again consist of two denomina­ 
tions, a one pence postage plus 
one-half pence Health green which 
will bear a head and shoulder 
portrait of Princess Margaret of 
England, illustrated here, and a 
two pence plus one pence brown 
with a head and shoulder portrait 
of Princess Elizabeth. A coronet 
appears in the apex, a spray of 
English oak with acorns in the 
left hand corner and a spray of 
New Zealand manuka in the other. 
The stamps, designed 
by J. 
Berry of Wellington, are being 
printed in England and will bo 
issued early in October. They will 
be withdrawn from sale not later 
than the end of February, 1944.

Haakon VII, which are banned in 
Norway, are being reprinted by 
the Germans in Berlin for sale at 
high prices in Sweden and pre­ 
sumably in other neutral or Axis- 
occupied countries, according to 
word from Sweden.
